Future historlans. when writing

‘Loft the most significant events in the 


record of. hostilities, This action by 
the British has probably changed 
the whole course of events and 
changed them to the disadvantage 
of Germany. -In the desperate game 
of chess that [s belng ployed on the 
floor of the world, Britain, by her 
prompt and -efficient action, has 
scored a distinct check to Germany. 

France's position in the war game 
goes for nothing. She sold out with 
the signing of the armistice by 
Marshal Petain and his government, 
Tho ficet was no longer a French 
fleet. It became a German orm and 
must be so regarded. To call It 
French 13 misleading ond unwise, as 
it. gives .colour.. to_the..German lie 
that France could stilt have called 
the flect her own, Pelain had 
given the fiect up to Germany com- 
pletely when he recognised German 
rule in the occupied territories of 
France.’ That the flect was not to 
be used by elther Germany or Italy 
was a story that would not deceive 
a child, French indignation is Ger- 
man indignation.’

Boiling Tar Causes’ 


Death Of Mi 


AN inquiry was held recently by 
the Singapore Coroner, Mr, Walter 
MacQuarriec, Into the death of Pri- 
vate Willlam: Robertshaw, of the 
Royal Army Mcdical Corps. Private 
Robertshaw diced in the Singapore 
Gencral Hospital on Feb. 18,, after 
an accident on the Mersing Road, 
where a car he was driving hit a 
boiler containing hot tar. 


Dr. Tan Kim Cheng said that 
Robertshaw was admitted into the 
Genera) Hospital at 4 p.m. on Feb, 17 
and died the next. day.- Death was 
due to shock from burns caused by 
boljing tar. ; 

Before he died, .sald the doctor, 
“Robertshaw ~ told “him™that~ he was 
driving his car at about 11 o'clock on 
the morning of Feb. 17, when a tyre! 
burst, The car skidded into a- tub 
of boiling tar. 

Edith Margaret Kishander, a staff 
nurse attached ta the Indjan Military, 
Hospital, said that she was in the car 
belng driven by. Robertshaw travel- 
Ung from Singapore through 
Johore. 

There was no one else in the car 
and she sat beside Robertshaw. 

They had_ crossed the cnuseway 
into Johore and had been travelling 
for about on hour, she sald. when the 
car hit something. 

She fell to the floor of the car, 
continued the witness, and when sho 
managed to open the door, she found 
many people had arrived on the 
scene and she was transferred into 
another car, and was taken to hos- 
pital.

They were at moor! nes, un- 
able to manocuvre or scatter, 

“They gave to the British ships the 
odvantage of the first salvos, which 
a4 everyone knows, are decisive at 
sea at such short. range. Their 
destruction Is not the result of a 
fight. ; 

“This Is what a French soldier tells 
the British Allles, all the more clear- 
ly as he respects them jn naval 
matters, But speaking to the French 


people, I ask them to,conslder things it 


from the only point of view which 
must count—that of victory ond 
Nberation.” ; 

The Bordeaux Government, General 
deo Gaulle declared, had agrecd to’ 
hand tho, ships to the enemy's dis- 
cretion and could not havo tho 
slightest doubt that on principle and 
out of necessity, the enemy would 
have used them against Britain or 
the French Empire. . 

Saved From Gormans 

General de Gaulle declared without
